Allah 3¢ shows in this verse that He didn’t enjoy seeing the Holy Prophet & 
sad. Is the greatness of the Holy Prophet & not proven here? 


Let's now examine the verse more thoroughly. It begins with, “Indeed We 
have sent you,” establishing that the coming of the Noble Messenger & is a 
gift to the bondsmen from Allah 3. Understand also that a royal gift is the 
pinnacle of all gifts.

It’s reported that once, a funeral Procession passed by 
the Holy Messenger & When he heard that the Muslims were praising the 
deceased, he replied, “Jannah is necessary for him.” Another funeral 
procession then passed, and when Rasoolullah & heard the Muslims 
speaking ill of the deceased, he replied, “Jahannam is necessary for him.” A 
short while later, he said, “You are the witnesses of Allah %& on the Earth.” -

So, the verse would mean, “Rasoolullah & has been granted 
such great honor and status that none can comprehend it. Only the Lord 
Who bestowed him with it and the Prophet & who received it know.” It's 
evident that Rasoolullah & has received and possesses all the greatness and 
excellences possessed by the previous Prophets #22. In fact, he possesses even 
more excellence than this. 


To speak of Rasoolullah’s & complete glory and excellence isn’t within 
human capacity. However, we'll try to mention some of these excellences

In this verse, Rasoolullah @ is addressed as a ‘proof’, and in another, he's 
called ‘Noor.’ This is because proof and light is understood by the intellect 
and the eye respectfully. Philosophers and intellectuals recognized the 
Prophet “& through proofs, while the laymen recognized him by sight. The 
monk Buhaira 4 brought Imaan after seeing him, while Hadrat Salmaan 
Farsi 4 brought Imaan after using his intellect. 


With regards to ‘... We have sent down to you a manifest light (Noor), 
Noor here either refers to the Holy Quran or the being of the Holy Prophet

The narration found in Muslim Sharif states that it was on this Occasion thay 
Abdullah ibn Huzaafa Sahmi asked, “Who is my father?” and the Holy 
Prophet & replied that it was Huzaafa. When the mother of Abdullah ee 
this, she said to Abdullah, “You are very unfortunate. What do you know 
about the condition of women during the Period of Ignorance? If your 
mother was at fault in any way, imagine the shame she would face.” 


The second opinion is that this verse was revealed on this occasion; 
narration found in Muslim Sharif states that once, the Holy Messenger & 
said, “Hajj is compulsory on Muslims.” A person stood up and asked if it was 
compulsory every year, but the Holy Prophet & remained silent. This person 
then posed the question several times, leading the Prophet & to say, “If said 
‘yes’ at that time, performing Hajj every year would've become compulsory, 
and you wouldn't be able to fulfill it annually.” Here, Muslims are told not to 
ask questions bearing restrictions they cannot shoulder.

‘sons of God’, etc, while the Holy Prophet @ performed more exquisite and 
greater miracles than what was seen before. He split the moon in two, 
brought back the set sun by dua and a gesture, commanded clouds to form 
and water the lands, instructed trees apart to come together, had pebbles 
recite his Kalima, had a bark cry due to being separated from him, had an 
entire army's hunger satisfied with only a little amount of food, had fountains 
of water emerge from his blessed fingers, had those who were dead return to 
life on his gesture, etc. In short, an infinite amount of miracles were 
performed by Rasoolullah ®. So, there was an apprehension that people may 
also begin calling him ‘God’ or ‘the son of God’. This is why the Messenger 
displayed his servitude to Allah 3 in his every action and deed, to the point 
of even making us say, “Muhammad @ is the servant and Messenger of Allah 
4,” in the Kalima. This is also why the Holy Quran commands him, “Say, 
‘I’m a man like you.”

mantle,” etc. So, when Allah 3 Himself didn’t address the Holy Prophet 
with ordinary terms, what right do we slaves have to call him so? 


Another point to remember is that to address a person of worldly rank with 
an ordinary title is tantamount to a refusal of his status. So, addressing those 
Prophets #4 who have attained lofty titles and ranks from the court of Allah 
% with ordinary and general callings is something that has no part in the 
deen. If a person calls his mother “O wife of my father,” or calls his father, “O 
man,” he'll be regarded as someone insolent and disrespectful. Therefore, 
how can the person who uses these words for Rasoolullah & not be 
disrespectful? 


This is why the opinion of Scholars of deep research (ii) is that the Holy

say that it means ‘the moon on the 14" night’, because the numerical value of 
the letters Ta and Ha is 9 and 5 respectively.

This is an apt description of the 
Holy Prophet's & blessed face. But, this similitude is merely for purposes of 
understanding. Otherwise, the moon has absolutely no likeness to even the 
blessed shoes of the Holy Messenger &. It experiences change while the 
Prophet's & greatness is fixed within the hearts of creation. Although at night 
the moon shines bright, during the day its brightness is removed. Nothing, 
however, can remove the Holy Prophet's & Noor.

A Hadith Sharif states, “On the Day of Judgment, the compensation of an 
animal without its horn will be given for the animal that has its horn.

In other words, “O Beloved #, don't think that you'll forget the 
verses that have been revealed to you.

Again, if Rasoolullah & read and wrote, someone 
could object and say, “Muhammad has memorized the works of 
previous times, and he now conveys them as the Quran.” 


The shadow of the pen falls on the letters it writes, and Rasoolullah 
& must have not desired the shadow of his pen being cast on the 
remembrance of Allah 3. In other words, his pen is on top while the 
name of his Lord is below, The reward he attained for this was, “O 
Beloved &, you don’t wish for the shadow of your pen to fall on My 
name, and I too don’t desire your shadow to be trampled on by 
anyone’s feet. So, I've prevented you from having a shadow so that 
no one may walk on it.” Allah 3 also doesn’t wish for the Prophet's 
& voice to be overpowered by anyone else’s (be it the voice of a 
human, angel, jinn, or anything else). - Surah Hujarat (49), Verse 2 


Roohul-Bayaan further states in the commentary of this verse that the Holy 
Prophet ® was made of Noor (.;s) in human form, which is why he 
possessed no shadow. Sayyiduna Jibrael #2 never cast a shadow whenever he 
descended in human form (because he was truly an angel).

Seeking counsel from someone else 
hen he has given you a command is disliked. When he has commanded you 
to do something, obedience to him is compulsory on you, whether your 
parents agree to it or not, or whether your heart accepts it or not.” 


The word Aula (‘more worthy’) in the verse has a few meanings ascribed to 
it, 


1. It means ‘more rightful’. So, the meaning of the verse will be, 
“Rasoolullah’s & right and dominion over you is more than the right 
your life has over your body,” Life has so much dominion over the 
body that no part of the body moves without it. Hands, legs, eyes, 
nose, ears, etc. are completely powerless and are under its control. 
However, the Holy Prophet’s & authority and dominion is much 
greater than this because every movement must be in accordance 
with his declaration. Hadrat Sahl 2 said, “He who doesn’t regard his 
life, wealth, children — in fact, everything he possesses - to be the 
possession and in the control of the Holy Prophet & can never attain 
the pleasure of the prophetic ways (sunnahs).” — Roohul-Bayaan 


The second meaning is ‘more worthy’. Therefore, the verse would

Several verses, ahadith and rulings of the Jurists prove that the Holy Prophet 
ais present and aware. There are many Islamic rules based on this quality of 
his, Refer to my book Ja‘al-Haqq for a complete discussion on this, 


The verse also states, “The wives of the Prophet & are the mothers of the 
faithful.” This is also joined to the Holy Prophet's & quality of being ‘Aula’ 
(more worthy/close, etc). We have the bloodline of our fathers, and the effect 
of this is that they've been declared the owners of our lives and wealth 
Obedience to the father has been made obligatory. Any woman who enters 
into marriage with the father is prohibited for the son (and she’s also 
considered the mother of the son). We came into existence through the Noor 
of the Holy Prophet 4, and he is the source of everything. So, the fortunate 
lady whom the Holy Prophet 2 marries (and who stays in his marriage) is to 
be respected by us as a mother, although this is in respect to certain 
commands, not in all. Marriage with them is prohibited and they are to be 
respected like our mothers — in fact, more than that - but to see them without 
‘covering or to travel alone with them is not permissible.

Yet, the day Makkah was 
conquered, the Prophet @ forgave all of them. Kings and rulers until the Day 
of Qiyaamat should make this an example for themselves. 


Those who wish for leadership and wealth should consider the following 
incidents of Rasoolullah’s & life: The farm of a person once produced a very 
big cucumber. The owner presented it to the Holy Prophet # asa gift, yet in 
return, the Prophet & gave him a handful of gold. Once, an entire valley of 
goats came into the ownership of Rasoolullah &. Someone said to him, 
“Allah 3 has now made you very wealthy.” Rasoolullah & asked, W hat 
makes you say so?” The man replied, “All of these goats are now yours. The 
Holy Prophet @ then said, “I've given all of these goats to you. This rie 
then went to his community with the goats and said, “O People, bring -

# is the ideal example from Allah 3% to lead our lives. The author of Tafseer 
Roohul-Bayaan expressed another point in this discussion: Following the 
Prophet @ as an example refers to our lives, However, another meaning that 
can be ascribed to the verse is that ‘coming after Rasoolullah & is most 
excellent for you’. In other words, the Prophet @ is the ideal example in the

They did this because they didn’t have any need for beautification 
anymore. However, it’s impermissible (-,~) for other women to cut 
their hair. The Holy Prophet % was also buried in the room of one of 
his blessed wives, while the husbands of other women cannot be 
buried in their homes. In short, there are major differences with 
regards to Islamic commands when speaking of the Blessed Wives. 


Indeed, the Mothers of the Faithful are the most excellent of all womenfolk, 
yet there’s a contrast of excellence amongst them. Sayyidah Khadija 4 and 
Sayyidah Aisha 4 are more excellent than the other Blessed Wives.

If the meaning of ‘prophet’ is adopted as he who communicates Our 
news to the bondsmen and the meaning of ‘witness’ is adopted as he 
who communicates news of the creation to Us on the Day of 
Resurrection, it would be appropriate according to the Scholars of 
insight.

The testimony of Imaan or disbelief by the Prophet & is 
accepted by Allah 3 without any invalidation. This is similar to 
when an engineer passes or fails a particular building and his ruling 
is accepted without question, when a university attests to a person's 
ability by passing or failing him, or when a specialist examines a 
patient to be healthy or unhealthy. In a court case, the loss or win of 
either the plaintiff or the defendant is based on witnesses. If the 
witness is dependable, the lawyer becomes effective and the 
judgment in the case will be made quickly. If the witness isnt 
dependable, all hope is lost.

There are many qualities found in a witness, but three are of utmost 
importance, 
The witness should be present both at the time of the occurrence 


and before the judge when giving testimony. This is why a 
witness is called a ‘shaahid’ (i.e. someone who's present).

A plaintiff wishes for the witness to succeed so that he wins the 
case. The defendant aims to make the witness fail by attacking 
his character. So, the defendant objects to the knowledge of the 
witness and regards him to be unaware. 


3. An objection against the witness is actually a remonstration 
against the plaintiff. 


Rasoolullah % is the witness of Allah 3, Jannah, Jahannam, and all 
other unseen things for people of this world. So, while remaining in 
the distinguished proximity of Allah 3 before his advent in the 
world, he witnessed all things and then arrived. The Holy Prophet # 
is also the witness of the creation before Allah % in the Hereafter. So, 
it’s necessary for him to be aware of every condition of the entire 
creation. Otherwise, what relevance would his testimony have? 
Today, the knowledge of the Holy Messenger & is challenged and 
ridiculed. Regard these challengers and ridiculers as those whom the 
Holy Prophet # will testify against. They are defendants, because 
only those who are testified against attempt to vilify the knowledge of 
the witness.

necessary: If a person shows favor to us, he should ideally be fully 
compensated, and, if compensation cannot be granted, we should at 
least make dua for him. When invited to a meal, we supplicate for 
the host. Similarly, the favors of the Prophet % are beyond our 
estimation - how then can we compensate him? We should 
therefore at least supplicate for him, just as how beggars supplicate 
for their benefactors.

Once, Sultan Mahmiid ordered the attendants of his court to take 
whatever they wished from his palace. Everyone hurried to its 
treasures except Hadrat Ayaaz 4, who came and stood by the king. 
When the king asked him why he wasn’t taking anything, Hadrat 
Ayaaz @ explained, “Everyone has concerned themselves with 
wealth and possessions, but I’m taking the king who grants them 
these things.” Sultan Mahmiid then said, “If you have taken me, I've 
taken you. You are mine and I am yours.” 


Likewise, the world is attained through duas, but Muhammad 
Mustapha & is attained through the recitation of Durood. And, 
when he is attained, what else is required? It’s through his blessings 
that the world came into existence in the first place! 


Durood Sharif is the label on our duas and acts of worship. Just as 
how goods reach their intended destination after being labeled, so 


too are good deeds accepted through the blessings of Durood Sharif. 
This is why it’s recited in every dua. 


Maulana Jalaaluddin Rumi # states that once, Rasoolullah 4% asked a 
bee how it makes honey. The bee submitted, “O Beloved of Allah &, 
we suck the nectar of different types of flowers in the garden, then 
carry it in our mouths to our hives. There we spit it out, and this is 
how we make honey.” The Prophet 4 then asked, “The nectar from 
flowers is bland whereas honey is sweet. How does the honey attain 
tS sweetness?” The bee explained, “We've been taught to recite 
Durood upon you from the garden to our hives. The flavor and 
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sweetness of honey comes from the blessings of Du 
Mathnawi Sharif Ood : 
We too hope that through the blessings of Duroog q_. 

flavourless worship becomes set with the sweetness - Sharif Oy 
Just as how many nectars become one honey through jt; Place 
too will all Arabs and non-Arabs, rich and poor, bec te 
through the Prophet's % teachings.

Depending on circumstances, to recite Durood Sharif jx —— 
fardh, waajib, sunnah, mustahab, even haraam. The details of 


follow. 


To recite Durood Sharif at least once in a lifetime is fap 
(compulsory). - Durre-Mukhtaar, Kitaabus-Salaah 


According to the respected author of Durre-Mukhtaar, if the tii 
of the Holy Messenger % is mentioned in a gathering contin Uowsy 
it’s still waajib to recite Durood each time it’s heard. Some bowen 
state that doing so is only mustahab (preferred). 


The author of Shaami has mentioned several instances wherein the 
recital of Durood Sharif is mustahab. They are as follows: The night 
before Jumua, during the day of Jumua, Saturdays, Sundays and 
Mondays, mornings and evenings daily, at the time of entering or 
leaving the Musjid, when visiting the Rauda Sharif of the Holy 
Prophet #, near Saffa & Marwa, during the khutba of Jumua (at this 
time, the listener of the khutba should only recite it in his heart), after 
the Azaan, at the beginning and end of every dua, at the time of 
wudhu, when unseen voices are heard, when something is lost, at the 
time of delivering a religious discourse, teaching or learning, when 
issuing a verdict (fatwa), at the time of nikah, whenever faced with 
hardship, etc. 


It’s disliked (makrooh) to recite Durood in seven instances. They are: 
At the time of copulation, when answering the call of nature, to 
announce trade goods for awareness, at the time of slipping, when 
becoming surprised, at the time of slaughtering, and when sneezing 
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_ issible (haraam) to recite Durood in three instances

I’s sunnah to recite Durood after the At-Tahiyaat in Salaah (this 
applies to the second At-Tahiyaat of fardh and waajib Salaah), To 
recite Durood after the first At-Tahiyaat of a fardh or waajib Salaah 
is not allowed, while reciting Durood after both At-Tahiyaats in 
optional (nafl) Salaah is sunnah. In other words, Durood should be 
recited in the first sitting of a nafl Salaah as well. To recite it and then 
stand for the third and fourth rakaat is permissible. 


Which Durood Sharif should be recited? Hadrat Abu Hameed 
Saa’idi 4 narrates, “We asked the Holy Prophet & how we should 
recite Durood on him. He answered: the Durood we recite after At- 
Tahiyaat in Salaah.” - Mishkaat, Kitaabus-Salaah, Baabus-Salaah 
alan-Nabi & 


In other words, the Prophet % told them to recite Durood’e-Ibrahim. 
Based on this Hadith, some maintain that to recite any Durood other 
than Durood’e-Ibrahim is prohibited, but this is incorrect. When 
Commentators of the Hadith take the blessed name of the Holy 
Prophet &, they merely say, “Sallalaahu Alaihi Wasallam (Allah & 
send Durood ¢& Salaam upon him).” This then necessitates the use of 
‘Sallalaahu Alaihi Wasallam’ alone to also be permissible. If reciting 
only transmitted Duroods was permissible, then only those foods 
and medicines which have been conveyed should also be consumed. 
Yet, just as how eating any type of food which isn’t haraam in Islamic 
Law is permissible, reciting any Durood which isn’t contrary to 
Islamic Law is also permissible. The Holy Quran states,

In some areas of the world, people loudly recite Durood Sharif after 
their fardh Salaah. This is regarded as an act of infidelity (i) and 
polytheism (4) by some, but their view is absolutely wrong. Durood 
can be recited in any appropriate manner. Its command is absolute 
(1s.) - there's no specification in reading it silently or loudly, When 
regarding something as even disliked (makrooh) without a 
prohibition in Islamic Law isn’t allowed, how can we regard 
something as an act of infidelity or polytheism without an Islamic 
prohibition? The Holy Prophet 4 would perform the remembrance 
(3) of Allah 35 so loudly after Salaah that the residents in homes 


would come to know in this way that the Salaah had ended. -

Hadrat Uthman 4 was one of the le who we 
can “ saddest on behalf of Rasoolullah % Aeckenecied 6 7 oe 
the Peer mpanions, he implored the non-Muslims not to stop the Prophet & 
of 10 performing Umrah, yet they didn’t accede and distracted Hadrat 
jie & for a period of three days, saying to him, “If you wish, you can 
ke tawaaf of the Ka’ba.” Hadrat Uthman é replied, “I cannot stand to 
snake tawaaf before the Messenger %. 

However, in the Muslim camp, news was received that Hadrat Uthman & 
was martyred by the disbelivers. Based on this, the Holy Prophet % took a 
pledge of allegiance from all of the Muslims, wishing to confirm that if they 
were faced with war, they wouldn't turn their backs. The name of this pledge 
(bai’at) was the Bai'atur-Ridwaan (which occurred under a thorny tree). This 
incident is mentioned at the end of the Surah. 


tt was ultimately settled between the Muslims and non-Muslims that 
pasoolullah % would return to Madina and perform his Umrah the following 
year. The above verse was revealed when the treaty was prepared. Allah Je 
says to the Holy Prophet # in it, “O My Beloved %! We have granted you a 
dear victory.” This settlement was actually the means through which Makkah 
was eventually conquered (and through which many other conquests were 
successful). 


The above is the reason for the verse’s revelation in brief. Two points, then, 
need to be discussed, 


1. What is meant by fat’h (victory)? 


2, What is meant by ‘...that Allah & may forgive sins of your formers 
and of your latters.” 


1.1 Fath may refer to the Fat'he-Makkah (victorious conquest of 
Makkah). However, this interpretation is weak because it 
seemingly contradicts what actually happened. The people of 
Makkah didn’t allow the Muslims to perform their Umrah and 
sent them back. Actually, ‘granted you’ in the verse is in the past 
tense. So, it’s befitting to say that the occurring of the treaty of 
Hudaibiyah was the actual victory. The non-Muslims of Makkah 
didn’t want it to occur, yet Rasoolullah %& wished for an 
agreement, So, what the disbelievers wanted didn't happen, but 
what the Holy Prophet desired did! This was the great victory,

Now follows the discussion on ‘sins of your formers and of your 
latters’. What is meant by this? All Muslims unanimously believe 
that the Prophets @ are free (s..) from sin, Under the 
commentary of verse 124 of Surah Baqarah (2), Tafseeraat ¢- 
Ahmadia states that the Holy Prophet 4% never intended sin even 
for a moment prior to his proclamation of prophethood or ~ 
after. This is why the Commentators of the Quran and Hadi 
have made several interpretations of this verse. 





Shaikh Abdul-Haqq Muhaddith Dehlwi states that the 
mistake of Sayyiduna Adam %# and the sins of the Ummah are 
what are meant by ‘formers’ and ‘laters’ respectively. - 
Madaarijun-Nubuwwah 


Under the commentary of this verse, the respected author of 
Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan says that Sayyiduna Adam 2 made dua 
through the medium of Rasoolullah % and it was accepted. Some 
scholars say that an error in Juristic Reasoning (s4~') is meant 
here. 


Some say it means, ‘Allah 38 protected you from sins in the past 
and will also safeguard you in future.’ In other words, “O 
Beloved 4%, you are protected from sins.” Some Scholars say that 
the sins of the Ummah have been related to the Holy Prophet's 
% intercession, and the sins of the Ummahs have always been 
connected to the mercy of the Prophets =, 


In other words, sin and transgression are sometimes related to 
the sinner himself and sometimes to the person responsible for 
the forgiveness. A criminal refers to a court case as ‘his case’, 
while the judge and lawyer too call it theirs. ‘My case,” in 
reference to the criminal, means that he was arrested in 
connection to it, while ‘my case’ to the lawyer and judge means 
that they are responsible for its proceedings. So, the sins of the 
sinful who are apprehended in these transgressions have been 
related to the benevolent mercy of the Prophet % In this context, 
he is somewhat responsible for their intercession. “Your sins’ can 
also refer to those acts which have been classified as sin by 
Rasoolullah %, since if it wasn’t for his advent, no action would 
formally be regarded as a sin. So, an interpretation of this verse 
could also be, “,..things which you have declared to be sins.” - 
Roohul-Bayaan 


This is why some say that Sayyiduna Adam 8 didn’t err.

I've already explained ‘witness’ in Surah Ahzab (33) to mean someone who is 
present and observes. Refer to it there to understand how this meaning and 
other interpretations of the word are applicable to it. However, I'll present 
another point below that is deduced from this word. 


The Holy Prophet % said, “I bear witness that there’s no being worthy of 
worship except Allah %.” This testimony negates divinity of everything 
besides Allah 3. The Holy Prophet's & testimony is an actual and faultless 
declaration which he made after witnessing (not by merely hearing from 
someone else). Testifying to prove is simple, but testifying to negate 1s 
difficult. If someone says, “A certain verse is found in the book Gulistaan,” he 
has to only show the verse to be proven correct. However, saying, “A certain 
verse isn’t in Gulistaan,” is difficult, and only he whose knowledge

Metaphorically, the hand of the Holy Prophet % is Hadrat Uthman’s & 
hand and the hand of Allah $! The result of this is that Hadrat Uthman’s & 
hand is also Allah’s 3% hand. Indeed the Holy Quran is the speech of Allah %, 
and this Divine speech was compiled and propagated by Allah’s %& hand (ice. 
Hadrat Uthman @). This is why one of the titles of Hadrat Uthman is ‘the 
Compiler of the Quran’ (2|# ~~). The verse mentions this very pledge and 
thus proclaims the greatness of its participants. 


The following points emerge from it, 


1. Rasoolullah 4 has such an esteemed rank in Allah’s %& court that 
obedience and pledges of allegiance to him are actually obedience 
and pledges of allegiance to Allah 3.

Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan states under this verse that Allah 3 blessed 
the Holy Messenger 4 with great rank unattained by anyone else.

Another miraculous quality is that the servant says about Divine 
workings, “I can do this,” or, “The entire creation is my dominion.” 
Sayyiduna Jibrael ## said to Sayyidah Maryam <, “I will give youa 
son,” and Sayyiduna Esa # said, “/ can give life to the dead; cure the 
blind and lepers,” etc. - The Holy Quran 


These statements of theirs are based on their trust in Allah’s 3 favor 
upon them. Namrud said in opposition to Allah %, “I give life to the 
dead,” yet he was rejected. Sayyiduna Esa #4, on the other hand, 
said, “I give life to the dead,” but he remained a beloved of Allah &. 
This is because there’s a major difference in context between both 
statements. If a robber threatens, “I can kill you,” he'll be censored as 
a criminal, yet if a prime minister says, “I can cause you to die by 


hanging,” he’s regarded as truthful.

The Sahaabah pledged allegiance on the hands of the Prophet #, and 
anyone who came to accept Islam did so too. However, this pledge 
was for Islam, whereas the pledge in Hudaibiyah was for Jihad. At 
times Rasoolullah 38 would take specific pledges from people (e.g, he 
took pledges from some not to beg from anyone). 


Thereafter, pledges were made on the hands of the Four Khalifas, but 
this was an affirmation of power and succession as well as a pledge of 
loyalty (ie. an allegiance by a spiritual seeker). This is why the 
tradition of bai’at with spiritual guides wasn’t habitual at that time 
(Hadrat Abu Bakr 4 and Umar &, etc were spiritual masters 
themselves). The pledging of allegiance was also an affirmation of 
succession (khilafat). So, it had to be made at the hands of every 
Khalifa who gained it. 


When the era of the Khalifas ended, power remained with kings. For 
this reason, a pledge as an affirmation of power and rule was made 
with Muslim kings while the pledge of spirituality was made with the 
Shaikhs. The word murid (the title of the one who pledges 
allegiance) means ‘someone who seeks.’ A murid is a seeker of 
Allah's % pleasure. So, he has been given this identity. The word has 
been deduced from the following Quranic verse,

‘Those who seek the pleasure of Allah 2, and it’s they 
who are prosperous.’

A narration found in Muslim Sharif states that the death of a person 
who doesn’t have the rope of someone around his neck (ie, he who 
doesn’t have the guidance of someone) is the death of ignorance, 


The inner-debase/carnal self (nafs) is a dog. Put the collar of 
someone around it so that it doesn’t stray. The progression (ms) of 
the spiritual masters is like the chain of the collar whose first link is 
around the neck of the disciple (murid) while the last is in the blessed 
hands of Rasoolullah 4%. Also, if you are far from the lamp of 
prophethood, have a connection with those mirrors by which its 
light is reflected. Rasoolullah % is the rain of mercy while the 
Scholars and Mashaaikh are its ponds. He who can't access the rain 
should satisfy his field of Imaan with these alternatives. 


We also come to know from this verse that it’s sunnah to place the 
hands in the hands of the spiritual master (.+,-) when making bai ait 
because joining hands indicates strong affirmation for the allegiance. 
Also, we use our hands to take in the world. This is why we lift them 
when making dua, because it’s as if we are taking from Allah ohn 
Holy Prophet 4% himself gestured to holding a handful of knowledge 
and bestowed it to Hadrat Abu Hurairah 4. 


Still, it's not permissible for foreign (ghair-mahram) males to 
the hands of females as this is against hijab. Yes, a Shaikh can

Rule - There are four types of bai ats (pledges of allegiance), and the 
hai'ats prevalent today is the bai‘at of Iraadat (spiritual pledge), Refer 
to Fataawa Africa by Alahadrat Imam Ahmad Raza & for a detailed 
study on this. 


Important note ~ Four qualities must be sought in a spiritual master 
before pledging allegiance to him, 


1, He must be Sahihul-Aqeedah (i.e, his beliefs must be in 
~ accordance to the Ahle-Sunnah wal-Jamaat). 


2, He must have sufficient knowledge to guide people. 


3. He must not be an open sinner. Rather, he should be pious in 
nature. 


4. His spiritual chain must correctly reach the Holy Prophet #. 


If a ‘spiritual master’ lacks in even one of these qualities, bai’at must 
not be made on his hands. 


At the time of pledging allegiance, the disciple should give his hands 
into the hands of the spiritual master. The verse states, “Allah's %& 
hand is above their hands.” So, we come to know that Rasoolullah 
took their hands during the pledge. However, when bai'at is taken 
from females, it must only be a verbal allegiance. Foreign males may 
not touch the hands of foreign womenfolk. 


Sayyidah Aisha Siddiqah states, “Never did the Holy Prophet 4 
touch the hand of any female when making bai’at.” - Mishkaat 


In fact, womenfolk should observe covering before their Shaikhs if 
they are foreign. 


The disciple touching the hands of the master is for the Noor 
attained from Rasoolullah 4 and transmitted through the Mashaaikh 
to manifest its blessings within the disciple.

There are two interpretations of ‘guidance’,

type of guidance (this is why Rasoolullah 4% performed sajda as soon 
as he was born).

The Prophet 4% always drank from one side of the nurse, Sayyidah 
Halima , and left the other for his brothers. He performed Salaah 
even before proclaiming his prophethood!

I've comprehensively discussed this 
under Surah Kahf (18). In short, these verses are the praise of Rasoolullah %.

3. “And he doesn’t speak of his own desire.’ 


A discussion on these verses follow, 


1. Commentators of the Quran have differing opinions regarding what 


is meant by najm (the brightly shining star) and the true object of 
hawa (descension). Najm in Arabic refers to a star but can also mean 
creeping plants that are spread covering the Earth (e.g. the pumpkin 


plant). Some say that najm refers to the Suraya 
Heavens and that awa reters to near-setting, 
has taken an oath on worldly objects such as the fig; Mount c:

In “Your companion (the Holy Prophet &) has not strayed’, the 
greatness of Rasoolullah & is proclaimed as well as his purity from 
sin and defective beliefs. I've comprehensively discussed this in my 
treatise about the Prophets %! being unable to commit sin (+), Al) 
Prophets *# are pure from sin after prophethood, but our Beloved # 
was free from sin - in fact, free from even intending sin - both before 
his proclamation and afterwards. This verse establishes this belief I'l 
discuss the issue of the sinlessness of the Prophets #2 under Surah 
Duha (93) in this book as well. 


Bear in mind that ‘...has not strayed’ is past indefinite and has no 
restriction of far or near. We come to know then that Rasoolullah & 
never strayed, either before announcing his prophethood or 
afterwards.

Commentators have different opinions regarding the verse’s meaning, What 
is truly meant by *...that splendid sight’? Some say that it refers to the 
Prophet & seeing Sayyiduna Jibrael = (no other prophet saw the archangel 
in his normal form, but Rasoolullah & saw him in that state twice!). 
Sayyiduna Jibrael 22 would normally take the form of a human whenever he 


descended to the Prophets 8%. So, this is what is meant by the verse 
according to some. 


Others say that the verse refers to Rasoolullah & seeing Allah 3&. This

Nevertheless, the preferred view is that Rasoolullah & saw Allah &. A 


detailed discussion on this may be found in Shifa Sharif and Mawaahibul 
Ladunya. 


Sayyidah Aisha strongly opposed this opinion and said, “When Allah & 
Himself states, ‘Eyes cannot comprehend Him’ (Surah An‘im (6), Verse 103), 
how is Divine vision possible?”

Rasoolullah & commanded us to keep beards. So, it’s impermissible to shave 
it off completely, even if our parents, wives, friends or family members ordet 
us to do otherwise. Similarly, Allah % has commanded us to perform Salaah. 
So, if our parents or other family members tell us to forsake it, they won't be 
followed, because again, the rights of Allah 3 and His Messenger @ take 
precedence over all others. Likewise, if someone’s parents, children or 
relatives are non-Muslims or apostates (.,.“), having love for and friendship 
with them is totally haraam.

From the narrations that 
have been transmitted, we 
know that the knowledge of 
every grain, particle, and drop 
from the inception of time 
until the Day of Judgment has 
been given to the Holy 
Prophet &. The very core of 
the Earth until the heights of 
the Heavens have been shown 
to him. He has even been 
given the knowledge of when 
a bird flaps its wings. 


Hadrat Zaid @ then informed 
Rasoolullah @ of this utterance, and 
when the Prophet & asked Abdullah 
ibn Ubai if he truly made such a 
comment, he denied it under oath. 
Even his people supported him by 
saying, “Abdullah ibn Ubai is a senior 
member of our tribe and cannot 
speak lies. Zaid ibn Arqam must be mistaken.” Upon this, the above verse 
was revealed, confirming what was said by Hadrat Zaid 4 and negating the 
denial of Abdullah ibn Ubai. 


Allama Ismail Haqqi #* states under this verse that Abdullah ibn Ubai’s son 
was an accomplished Companion named Hadrat Abdullah 2. When he was 
informed of his father’s disgraceful utterance, he apprehended him at the 
gates of Madina and drew his sword from its scabbard, stopping him from 
entering the city and commanding, “Father! Attest that Allah & is All 
Glorified and that Muhammad’ur-Rasoolullah & is also honored! If not, I'll 
slay your neck!” Out of fear, Abdullah ibn Ubai was forced to make this 
statement. When Rasoolullah 4 heard about this incident, he supplicated for 
the Sahaabi, Hadrat Abdullah . — Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan

Because Rasoolullah’s & merciful heart 
was hurt by this disturbing word, Allah 4 took an oath articulating 
the excellence of His Beloved & and exposing the faults and flaws of 
his slanderers, doing this so that the Prophet's & blessed heart could 
gain <olace. $0, Allah % states here, “Oath on Nin, oath on the Pen, 
and oath on their writing, O My Beloved @, you are not insane. Your 
slanderers are disgraceful, disbelieving, contemptible, backbiters, the 
illegitimate product of illicit interaction, etc...” 


There are several interpretations regarding what is meant by ‘Nin’ in 
the verse.

Congruity between these two narrations js that 
‘Niin’ and “The Pen’ both refer to the true reality of Rasoolullah @ (i... sigs) 
The Holy Messenger & is called “The Pen’ because, just as how a pen exists 
before any of piece of writing, so too did Rasoolullah @ exist before the rest of 
creation. Also, just as how the writing of the Divine Pen cannot be changed 
by anyone, so too can no one overrule the proclamation of the Beloved 
Prophet & in this world.

Some have said that ‘Nin’ and ‘The Pen’ refer to the Holy Prophet's & 
blessed lips and tongue respectively.

Based on the first 
meaning, it becomes clear that Rasoolullah & could never have experienced 
insanity, because the minds of the Prophets #4 are superior to the entire 
creation, while the Holy Messenger’s @ rank of consciousness is greater than 
all of the other Prophets “#! If the prime-minister of a king becomes insane, 
the complete workings of his country are disrupted. So, if madness had to 
come to the Holy Prophet #, how could the world have survived? Allah %& 
Himself speaks to His Beloved ; angels, jinns, and humans present their 
plight to Rasoolullah @&; the creation has hope in him; the Creator 
concentrates his mercy unto him; Rasoolullah & is the helper of those with

be said that Rasoolullah & is the Holy Quran personified. 

2, Just as how the marvels of the Holy Quran are endless, so too is the 
exquisiteness of the Prophet's @ character unbounded. 


Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan summarizes the character of Rasoolullah & in the 
following words, “[It was] to choose Allah % and be segregated from the 
creation.”

The first category is attained by the Messengers and others besides them, as 
per the Holy Quran,

The second category is Allah’s # knowledge of the unseen, and this will not 
be divulged to anyone besides the Holy Messenger ®. Yes, if the Messenger

through his means. This is what's meant in the verse, that Allah $ doesn’t 
position anyone over His special knowledge of the unseen except Rasoolullah 
&. The verse establishes that he’s been specially conferred with it. — Tafseer 
Kabeer, Tafseer Baidawi, Roohul-Bayaan 


So, the verse that states that none besides Allah 3& knows the unseen means 
that actual and unbestowed knowledge is unique to Allah 3:. The Holy 
Quran refutes anyone possessing unbestowed knowledge of the unseen, but 
affirms bestowed knowledge (J/m’e-Ataa’i).

Commentators have different views regarding the reason for these verses’ 
revelation, 


1. During the initial period of revelation, Rasoolullah & used to wrap 
himself up in his clothes due to the awe of Divine Revelation. The 
above calling was therefore made to him while he was in this 
condition. 


2. This calling was made to the Messenger & while he was wrapped in a 
mantle and resting. 


3. Some Scholars suggest that the verse means, “O he who wraps 
himself in the mantle of prophethood.” 


4. In the commentary of this verse, Allama Ismail Haqqi # states that 
one night, while the Holy Prophet & was wrapped in a mantle and 
resting, Allah % desired that His Beloved & communicate with Him 
in submissive supplication. So, the calling was made, “O Beloved # 
who rests, communicate with Me at this time.” 


Whichever interpretation one chooses, the glory of Sayyiduna Rasoolullat, 
4% remains apparent.

If a person stays awake the entire 
night, he will not attain the time for Tahajjud (since waking up from sleep is 
necessary for it).

Ikhlas (112) is recited thrice in every rakaat, the reward for reading an entire 
Quran Sharif will be attained for every rakaat.

2. The listeners must listen attentively, not laze around and quickly join 
the congregation when the Imam goes into ruku. 


Both of the above (ie. not reciting clearly or listening attentively) are 
prohibited. The Hadith which prohibits the quick completion of the Holy 
Quran refers to the above two things. The personalities that completed the 
Holy Quran in one rakaat would recite it with understanding and correct 
articulation, even though the recitation was fast.

This verse also proves the action of Takbeer Tahrimah as compulsory (_>) 
in Salaah. Furthermore, ‘purify your garments’ means that if any impurity 
has to come into contact with your clothes, it should be washed off, since 
wearing unclean clothing without a just reason is prohibited. Human beings 
should keep themselves pure and clean even out of Salaah. It could also mean 
that one’s clothing (Le. pants, kurta, tahband (lungi), etc.) should not be worn 
so low that they drag over impurities and dirt (effectively becoming spoilt). 
Rather, it's sunnah for the lower-garment or pants to reach half the shin, 
although women are commanded to wear clothing low enough to cover their 


ankles.

Bi esalsh @ accepted this (hoping that they attain salvation and so that 
iam is explained to them). So, he arranged such a meeting, and all of the 
Quriash leaders attended. While Rasoolullah & was engaged in his speech, a 
blind Companion by the name of Hadrat Abdullah ibn Umme-Maktoom 
roached him (unable to see that the Prophet & was busy speaking to the 
peal leaders) and loudly said, “O Prophet of Allah 4, teach me too what 
Allah 38 taught you.” At that moment, Hadrat Abdullah's @ loud speech and 
interruption wasn’t appreciated by the Prophet & (it also led to the leaders of 
the Quraish leaving the meeting). The Prophet @ then returned home 
without answering the Sahaabi. So, this verse was revealed on his return 
(which cautioned about the annoyance). Look at the manner of speech the 
Holy Quran used, though! It didn’t say, “You frowned,” but, “He frowned.” 
In other words, “My Beloved & has become somewhat annoyed with one of 
his loyal slaves. O Beloved &! Why do you busy yourself in propagating 
Islam to such an extent that you are even troubled if one of your slaves 
approach you?!” 


Some individuals conclude that Allah 35 rebuked Rasoolullah & because of 
this behavior and was angry with him. Displeasure and rebuke is directed to a 
fault. What fault, then, did the Holy Prophet & commit for Allah 2 to 
become displeased with him? He was engaged in the propagation of Islam 
(4) which was his obligation as a prophet. Is displeasure incurred tor 
completing an obligation? Definitely not! In fact, it was Hadrat Abdullah 
who faulted in three things — (1) he interjected while others spoke, (2) he 
addressed Rasoolullah & loudly, and (3) he interrupted what he was saying.

Bear in mind that there’s a difference between a reprimand (Us), 
punishment (4s), and severe punishment (Jus).

In the commentary of this verse, Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan states that during 
the time of Hadrat Umar 4, there was an Imam who would recite this Surah 
in every Salaah. When Hadrat Umar 4 was informed about this, he 
summoned this person to him and, after establishing that he was a Hypocrite, 
executed him. Reciting this Surah (which is seemingly a rebuke against the 
Holy Prophet &) in every Salaah is indicative of enmity towards him. So, 
Hadrat Umar 4» said, “He (ie. the Imam) is a Hypocrite who has enmity 
towards Rasoolullah & in his heart. This is why he'd recite this Surah in every 
Salaah, a Surah which is seemingly a rebuke.”

So, the verses of Surah Ikhlas (112) are more excellent than Surah Lahab 
(111), because the former’s speech is good, and He whom it speaks about is 
also the Most Lofty. The latter Surah’s speech is only good while he whom it 
speaks about (ie. Abu Lahab) isn’t. So, Surah Ikhlis has two reasons of 
excellences while Surah Lahab has just one. 


Based on this study, we come to know that the verses expressing the praise 
of Rasoolullah are more excellent than those which some have regarded as 
arebuke against him.

The first three excellences of Makkah remained after the migration, but the 
forth was detached from it. So, the verses actually state, “The reason for 
swearing an oath on this city isn’t because of the first three reasons, but 
because of the fourth (ie. the Prophet & stayed in Makkah).” 


Rule - The Jurists (s4#) are agreed that the piece of earth of the Holy 
Prophet's & sanctified grave touching his blessed body is greater in excellence 
than the Holy Ka’ba and even the greatest Heaven. 


They also agree that the Holy Ka’ba is more excellent than the streets of 
Madina. But yes, there is some disagreement regarding whether the city of 
Makkah is more excellent than the city of Madina. Hajj occurs in the city of 
Makkah, Sayyiduna Ibrahim * cultivated this city, and he even supplicated 
for it. One good deed in Makkah is equal to 100,000, whereas one good deed 
in Madina is equal to 50,000. Nonetheless, Imam Malik # states, “The city of 
Madina is more excellent than Makkah.” Refer to Naseemur-Riyadh Sharah 
Shifa Qaadhi Ayaadh for a complete discussion on this.

Also, Hajj in Makkah occurs just once a year, but the pilgrimage of 
angels to Madina ts continuous! 


_ Yes, the reward of a single good deed in Makkah is equal to 100,000, 


but a single transgression there incurs 100,000 sins. In other words, 
Makkah is a place of mercy and anger, yet Madina is the 
concentration of only mercy. One good deed in Madina is equal to 
50,000 while a single transgression there is equal to just one (that too, 
if it even remains, since it’s hoped that through the Holy Prophet's & 
intercession, it will be forgiven). Also, while a good deed in Makkah 
is worth twice as much as a good deed in Madina (with regards to 
reward), single rakaats of Salaah in Madina are worth several 
thousand than in Makkah (with regards to acceptance). 


Makkah was cultivated by Sayyiduna Ibrahim #2 (the Friend of 
Allah #2), while Madina was inhabited by Rasoolullah @ (the 
Beloved of Allah 4). Sayyiduna Ibrahim *2 made dua for Makkah 
while Rasoolullah 4 made dua for Madina, saying, “O Allah 2! 
Grant Madina double the blessings and mercy of Makkah.” 
Undoubtedly, the Holy Ka’ba, Maqaam’e-Ibrahim 8, the well of 
Zum-Zum, Arafat, Mina, etc. are all found in Makkah, but Madina is 
blessed with the Beloved of Allah &, through whose blessings these 
places possess excellence. Alahadrat Imam Ahmad Raza < states, 


‘Where would Sayyiduna Ibrahim #2, the Ka'ba or Mina have gained 


existence from if it weren't for you, the reason of creation?!’ 


If it wasn’t for the King of Madina, nothing would've come into being. This 
was the difference amongst the celebrated Imams of Islam [regarding 
whether Makkah or Madina is more excellent]. Who then can truly make a

The reason for the revelation of this Surah is that revelation from Allah

Commentators of the Holy Quran have different opinions concerning what 
is meant by ‘morning’ and ‘night’.

If this is taken as 
the meaning, the verse will read, “Oath on your blessed face which shines 
bright like the sun, and oath on your locks of hair which sometimes fall over 
it like clouds of mercy.”

In the third occurrence, Sayyiduna Jibrael 2 opened his 
chest until his navel, Sayyiduna Mikail 2) brought a tray of Zum- 
Zum water, and the archangel [Sayyiduna Jibrael #3] passed it over 
the blessed heart.

Such amazing grace does the blessed grave of Rasoolullah & possess! 
Millions of Durood ¢ Salaam are conveyed there daily, with even angels 
paying their respects — but with all this, Rasoolullah & is still attentive to each 
submission! Good and bad deeds are also presented in his court, he 
intercedes for his followers and distributes the bounties of Allah & amongst 
the creation — all while in complete commune with Allah & Himself He is 
one being, but is always mindful of the creation’s goodness. 


‘Removed your burden’ means that the blessed heart of Rasoolullah & was 

always sorrowful about the sinful Muslim’s plight until Allah 3 made a 
promise of forgiveness to him, bringing contentment to his heart. Some 
Commentators say that Rasoolullah’s % blessed heart was troubled by the 
polytheism and idolatry committed in Makkah and that he had no power to 
stop this transgression outwardly. After some time, Allah $& blessed His 
Messenger 4% with this power, by which he removed idolatry from the Arab 
nation, purified the Holy Ka’ba from the filth of idols, and transformed a 
nation of idolaters into worshippers of the One Lord, Allah &!

He took them to a room with a covering in the middle and gave one 
wall to the Romans and one to the Chinese. The Chinese artists drew 
ornamentation on their wall and made it look like a beautiful garden, while 
the Roman artists rubbed their wall so carefully that they made it look like a 
dear mirror. After they had both completed their art, they called for the king 
to judge, and when the king saw their artwork, he remarked, “This covering is 
the cause of the dilemma. Bring it down and then I'll judge.” When the 


covering was brought down and both walls faced each other, the garden of 
the Chinese artists displayed itself on both sides. 


Similarly, a human being is like a room with two walls, a form and a heart. 
The Scholars of Islamic Law adorn the form with Shariah, and the Mashaaikh 
(plural of Shaikh) cleanse the heart with contemplation in Allah 3 (23) and 
spiritual strife. However, the cover of life is between these two walls, and 
Insha-Allah %, only when it’s removed will the ornamentation of the form 
be visible in the clean heart. In the test of the grave, the unseen Beloved & will 
appear, and if the heart is clear, we'll be able to recognize him. 


Imaan (faith) is attained through a Scholar, but the protection of one’s 
Imaan is attained through the Friends of Allah %&. This is why the Saints are 
the students of the Scholars while the Scholars pledge allegiance to the Saints. 
These two groups are similar to the two arms of deeds and Imaan. Just as 
how a bird cannot fly without wings, so too can deeds not reach the court of 
Allah % without the help of these two contingents of people. The Saints & 
Scholars are the two wheels of the vehicle of existence. 


Similarly, just as how rust forms on steel and our bodies experience sickness, 
80 too does the rust of negligence develop on our hearts. Doctors have been 
created to treat physical ailments, while spiritual luminaries have been

Once, the home of the King of Baghdad, Shaikh Abdul-Qadir Jilani #, was 
infiltrated by a thief. The man searched the house thoroughly but found 
nothing for himself. At that time, Shaikh Abdul-Qadir 2 remarked to his 
servant, “A thief is leaving my home empty-handed, and this is an 
embarrassment to my generosity.” When the servant enquired as to what 
should be given to the thief, the great Saint replied, “He should be given that 
which will be beneficial for him in both worlds! The Qutub (ie. a high- 
ranking Saint) of a certain area has passed away. Make this thief, then, the 
Qutub of that area and send him (towards it)!” 


Subhanallah! An individual comes as a thief and leaves as a Friend of Allah 
%! O King of Baghdad, cast your glance of benevolence on us criminals as 
well! Ameen. 


Shaikh Abdul-Qadir Jilani 2 was once passing a jungle alone when a robber 
grabbed his expensive garment, intending to steal it. He commanded that 
Shaikh Abdul-Qadir 4 remove it, yet the Saint merely supplicated, “O Allah 
%, he has held the covering of Abdul-Qadir 4. May it not leave his hand 
until Qiyaamat.” 


Hadrat Khwaja Bahauddin Naqshbandi 4 once passed by the furnace of a 
potter while clay-pots were being prepared in it. Through just a glance of his

There are different stations and several ranks of Sainthood. -_ 
accomplished Saints who lose their reasoning in the intoxication of Divine 
love are known as majziibs, Islamic law doesn’t apply to them as they've lost 
their reasoning in the hue of Allah’s 3% affection. Hadrat Mansoor Hallaj a 
said, “I am the Truth (ie. 1am Allah %.),” yet he remained a believer because 
he rid himself of his being. Pharaoh, on the other hand, said,

and he became a disbeliever because he claimed Divinity while in his worldly 
senses.

The Recognition of a Friend of Allah 3% 


The truth is that it’s difficult to identify a Saint. Hadrat Ba-Yazid Bustaam( 
said, “The Friends of Allah 4 are the secret stations of Allah's 3% mercy 
and only those with cognizance have knowledge of them,” This is why it’s 
also said, 


'A Saint recognizes a Saint,’ 


Shaikh Abul-Abbas 4 states, “To identify Allah % is simple, but to 
recognize a Friend of Allah 38 is difficult. This is because Allah XK is 
distinguishable from creation by His Being & Qualities, and every creation 
bears testimony to this, A Friend of Allah %, however, is like us in form, 
features, actions and practices, - Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan under the 
commentary of this verse 

Shariah (Islamic Law) fosters demonstration (,4%) and Tareeqah cultivates 
concealment (\'). At times, some Friends of Allah & pronounce their rank 
and station, and this pronouncement is the voice of their uncontrolled 
passion, The Holy Prophet @ saying, “I’m a man like you,” (Surah Kahf - 18) 
is a voice of this kind, while him saying, “Who is like me?” (Bukhari Sharif) is 
the intensity of Islamic Law. 


The Beloved Messenger % said, “There are many in my Ummah whose hair 
is disheveled and who are in such a pitiful appearance that people chase them 
away from their doors; but if they take an oath in the name of Allah a& their 
oath is completed.” - Mishkaat, Baabu Fadhlil-Pugara

Shaitaan demonstrates many astounding acts, jogis and magicians are able 
to display several wondrous feats while Dajjal (the antichrist) will be able to 
give life to the dead, cause it to rain, etc. Lf Sainthood was based on miracles, 
Shaitaan and Dajjal would be noted Saints! The Sufiya state, “If flying in the 
air is Sainthood, Shaitaan would be a great Saint.” 


Some say that a Friend of Allah 3% is an individual who divorces him- or 

herself from the world (2 4°) and who has no material possessions, They 
argue, “How can one who possesses wealth be a Saint?” Yet this too is a 
deception: Sayyiduna Sulaiman 8, Hadrat Uthman Ghani , Shaikh 
Abdul-Qadir Jilani «, Imam Abu Hanifa #, Maulana Rumi « were all 
distinguished in wealth and material means. Were they not also Friends of 
Allah 38? In fact, they even nurtured others as Saints! There are many Hindu 
ascetics who divorce themselves from the world. Are they also Friends of 
Allah 38? Definitely not! 


Some say that a Saint is he who's insane, and in our time, people interpret 

those who have a twitch in their eyebrows to be Friends of Allah 3s. This too 
is incorrect. I've already explained that a saalik has a higher rank than a 
majziib since the former passes on guidance while the latter's condition 
doesn’t allow him to do so, A majziib is he who was exposed to a single 
splendor but was unable to bear its magnitude while a saalik is stronger than 
that.

Some Jews claim that they possess Sainthood, but neither do they Perform, 

Salaah nor do they fast. Yet more peculiarly, some ‘accomplished? 
practitioners of spiritualism claim that they perform Salaah in the Kaba 
when asked why they aren't seen performing Salaah with the ‘oe 
congregation. Subhanallah! They perform Salaah in the Ka’ba but eat in the 
homes of their disciples and even accept gifts from them! They are alj 
deceivers - very much in their senses and therefore not exempt from the 
obligations of Islam. A Farsi stanza aptly sums up such devils, 


‘His name is Saint, but he does the work of Shaitaan, 
Ifa ‘Saint’ is he, cursed be upon him!’ 


The True Recognition of a Saint 


We've already explained that the Friends of Allah 35 possess different ranks 

and are the manifestation of different Prophets 8, To search for a single 
recognition in all of them is incorrect. A government has _ various 
departments with each one having a different uniform and method of 
conduct. The uniform of a policeman is different to the uniform of a soldier, 
They all belong to the same government yet they are uniquely 
distinguishable. Similarly, the Quran & Hadith have illustrated different 
identifications of the Friends of Allah 3, 


1. Hadrat Abdullah ibn Abbas states, “A Saint is he who reminds 
one of Allah & when seen.” - Tafseer Khaazin

If all of these definitions are pondered upon, it 
becomes apparent that although the wording is different, the theme is the 
same, Each definition has explained a quality of the Saints, and these qualities 
are found in one who acquires the proximity of Allah 3, 


We also come to know from these signs of recognition that Imaan and piety 
(taqwa) are extremely necessary for a Saint. So, no astray person or adherent 
of a religion of false beliefs can be a Friend of Allah 3, irrespective of how 
much worship he or she may perform. This is because they have no Imaan. 
After reflection, we even come to know that no group except the Ahle- 
Sunnah wal-Jamaat has produced the Friends of Allah 3. Baghdad, Ajmer, 
Pak Patan, etc. are all centers of the Ahle-Sunnah. The Friends of Allah © 
aren't found in other sects. Qadri, Chishti, Naqshbandi and Suharwardi are 
all Sunni appellations.

Acquired Sainthood is sainthood attained through strife and worship, etc. 
However, the first two forms of Sainthood are of a higher rank than this 
distinction, just as how the sun and moon are both greater than a lamp. The 
sun and moon are greater because the action of the bondsman has no bearing 
on its brightness while the bondman’s effort plays a part in the lighting of a 
Jamp, etc. 


The Holy Prophet && said, “There will always remain 40 Abdals in Syria 


through whose blessings people will attain rain.” - Mishkaat, Baabu Zikril- 
Yemen wash-Shaam 


The commentary of this Hadith states that the Holy Prophet & said, “There 
will always be in my Ummah 300 Saints in the footsteps of Sayyiduna Adam 
#2, 400 in Sayyiduna Musa’s = and 7 in Sayyiduna Ibrahim’s &2. There 
will be 7 Friends of Allah 3% whose hearts will be like Sayyiduna Jibrael’s &2, 
3 like Sayyiduna Mikail’s 8 and 1 like Sayyiduna Israfil’s s). When the 
individual (possessing a heart like Sayyiduna Israfil’s &) passes away, he'll be 
replaced from someone of the 3, the place in the 3 will be filled by someone of 
the 5, the place in the 5 will be filled by someone of the 7, the place in the 7 
will be filled by someone from the 40, the place in the 40 by someone from 


the 300, and the place in the 300 by someone from the general body of 
Muslims.” — Mirqaatul-Mafateeh 


Hadrat Abu Uthman Maghribi # states, “There are 40 Abdils, 7 Ameens, 3 
Khulafa and 1 Qutb'e-Alam. None recognizes the Qut’be-Alam besides the 
three Khulafa.” Shaikh’e-Akbar Muhiyyudin Ibn Arabi 4 also states, “The 
creation of the Earth is steadfast by the Qutb, and he has two ministers — one 
on his left and the other on his right. The minister on the right safeguards all 
souls while the minister on the left protects the physical realm. Beneath them 
are four Autid who are the protectors of the North, South, East & West. 
There are also seven Abdals who are the guardians of the Seven Territories.” 


In the commentary of Surah Maida (5), Verse 12, Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan 
states that after the demise of the Qutb, the minister on the right takes his 
place while the minister on the left takes his. Someone from below is then 
made to progress to become the minister on the left.” In this chain, the right- 


hand minister is more excellent than the minister on the left. This is the point

“Wherever 40 pious Muslims gather, there’s definitely a Friend of Allah 2% 
among them.” This is why the attendance of 40 Muslims is hoped for in a 
Janaazah Salaah. These are known as Tashree7 Saints, and there are some 
among them who are unaware of even their own Sainthood. 


Excellence of the Saints 


The Friends of Allah 4 possess innumerable excellences. Only a few are 
presented below, 


1. The continuance of the Heavens is through the moon and stars, and 
the Earth survives through the Friends of Allah «4. 


2. External light is projected by the sun & moon while internal light is 
from the Saints. 


3. The Holy Quran proclaimed their great esteem. It states, “Don’t call 
those slain by the Divine sword “dead”, “Don’t regard them to be 
dead", “They attain sustenance from their Lord”, “They have no fear 
or grief’, “There are glad-tidings for them in this world”, ete.

such power and greatness, how grand will be the authority and 
intensity of the king himself?! 


Electricity is created in a power-station but it reaches cities and 
homes through cables and poles. Thereafter, different colors of 
globes decide the color of light the electricity gives off. It’s this very 
same electricity that powers big machinery, and people also use it for 
major projects. Bearing this similitude in mind, Madina is the 
power-station where the electricity of Imaan is produced. The 
spiritual chains ({-»-) of Tareeqah (Qadri, Chishti, Naqshbandi & 
Suharwardi, etc.) are its cables, the Mashaaikh of these chains are its 
poles, and each Saint is its globe. Qadri, Chishti, Nagshbandi, 
Suharwardi, etc. are all powered by the same spark of Imaan, but the 
differences of these paths is akin to the assorted colors of the globes. 
Also, remember that some globes can be seen with our naked eye 
and some can't. Just as how those who steal electricity cables or 
uproot electricity poles are criminals in the sight of the government, 


so too are those who disregard the Friends of Allah & criminals in 
the sight of Allah 35. 


A dry leaf in a forest is easily blown away by a gust of wind, but if a 
heavy object (such as a rock) is placed over it, the leaf is protected. 
Similarly, the world is akin to the forest, the human heart to the dry 
leaf, and the trouble, hardship and bad company of this world to 
gusts of wind. We can’t trust our hearts not to be blown away by the 
trials of the world (and effectively change its destination), so it’s 


pivotal to place them in the protection of a Friend of Allah & 
Alahadrat 4 states,

In other words, it will be proclaimed, “O Qadris!, O Chishtis!, ¢ 
Naqshbandis!, O Suharwardis!”, or, “O Hanafis!, © Shafis”, ete. One 
who doesn’t have a Shaikh (someone he turns to for guidance) is 
easily deceived by Shaitaan. The proclamation to them will be, “oO 
Shaitaanis!” - Roohul-Bayaan, Qasida Karputi 


Similarly, on the Day of Judgment, there will be different flags in the 
hands of various Imams, and every group will be under the banner of 
their Imam. For example, the flag of patience will be in the hand of 
Imam Husain 4s, and beneath it will be those who demonstrated 
patience. The flag of generosity will be in the hand of Amirul- 
Mu’mineen Hadrat Uthman 4, and beneath it will be those who 
were generous. Likewise, the flag of bravery will be given to Hadrat 
Ali 2, and beneath it will be the courageous Mujahideen & Ghaazis. 
In short, the Day of Qiyaamat will be a day of awe and grandeur. 
May Allah 3 grant us an end with Imaan. Maulana Hasan Raza 
states, 


‘The sole reason for the occurrence of the Day of Resurrection is for his 
(Rasoolullah’s &) grandeur of belovedhood to be demonstrated.’ 


The Friends of Allah & are the living miracles of the Holy Prophet 
and proof of Islam’s truth. There are 73 sects in Islam but no sect 
besides the Ahle-Sunnah has a Saint among them. Qadianis, 
Wahabies, Shias, etc. can’t produce Friends of Allah 3% because they 
are sects of falsehood. Many Saints were produced by the deen of 
Sayyiduna Musa % until it was annulled: the People of the Cave, 
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Hadrat Asif Barkhiya 4 and Sayyidah Maryam # were all examples 
of this. The presence of scholars in a sect isn't evidence of its 
truthfulness, but the existence of the Friends of Allah « is indeed 
This is because a scholar conveys the message after hearing the truth 
while the Saints convey the truth after seeing it! 


Commentary on the Verse regarding the Saints 


All of the above was a preface. Now follows the commentary of the verse of 
the Holy Quran regarding the Friends of Allah 4. Read it and let your Imaan 
be rejuvenated, 


SBF Bs pele Se aad yy 
‘Listen carefully; No doubt there is no fear nor 
any grief upon the Friends of Allah &.’ 
- Surah Yunus (10), Verse 62 


In Arabic, the article of reproof is used to warn and admonish when there's 
a possibility of a rejection of a statement. ‘Ala’ (¥)) (in the beginning of the 
verse) is from this category. Allah % knew that many people would be born 
who would reject the excellence, station and power of the Saints. So, He 
commenced this verse with two articles of reproof, Le. “y (Listen carefully); 2 
(No doubt...) 


Wali (ie. ‘friend’, plural Auliya) has different meanings, 
1. One who's close. 
2. A friend. 
3. Ahelper. 
4. One with authority (J). 


In this verse, the word can mean ‘one who's close’, ‘a helper, or even ‘a 
friend’ - i.e. one who's close to Allah 3, a helper of Allah's 3 deen or a friend 
of Allah $. The Saints of Islam are thus known as the Friends of Allah 3s. 
They are people He has selected. The friends of Shaitaan are known as the 
Friends of Shaitaan, friends besides Allah 8, or the army of Shaitaan. They 
are those chosen by either Shaitaan or our carnal desires. The Quran has 
strongly censored this group and has categorized those who follow them as 
non-Muslims. The Friends of Allah &, however, have been praised 


tremendously by Allah 3 in the Quran. This verse is a verse about their 
excellence and merit. So, the term ‘Friends of Allah &’ has been used to 
remove ‘friends of Shaitaan’ from the minds of people. 


Pear is described as ‘concern for future harm’, and grief is ‘sorrow over the 
detriment of the past’. In other words, the Saints have no fear of the future 
nor sorrow about the past. They are far from these two trials. 





SLES NONE Some people object to this by saying, “How can the Friends 
of Allah 3% be without fear whereas fear is part of Imaan? Don’t you know 
that Imaan is dependent on fear and hope? We must have fear in Allah Ye 
and in the judgement of Qiyaamat. Everyone’s concerned about a bad end 
The wife of an oil-man asked Hadrat Ba-Yazid Bustaami ., “Which is 
better - your beard or the tail of my ox?” He replied, “If I leave this world 
with goodness, my beard is certainly better than your ox’s tail; but at the 
time of my death, if 1 lose my Imaan, then indeed the tail of your ox is far 
better than my beard, because Jahannam will be for me — not for your 
animal.” See! Hadrat Ba-Yazid Bustaami was a king among the Saints 
(c's) ote) yet he still had this level of fear.” 


Answer — Fear is of two types, (1) detrimental and (2) beneficial. Detrimental 
fear is negated in this verse, not beneficial fear. This is Why +++ was used and 
not 4 (as the preposition ¥) is used for detrimental fear). Also, the word

Detrimental fear is that which makes one negligent of Allah 3& If one 
doesn’t perform Salaah due to fear of winter, doesn’t give Zakaat fearing 
poverty, etc, this would be considered detrimental fear - the type that is being 
negated here. In other words, fear for such things isn’t experienced by the 
Friends of Allah 4. Why should they fear these worldly things when they 
truly fear Allah 38? The Saints have lions as transport, and jinns and 
Shaitaans run away from even their names! Hadrat Safeenah i, a slave of the 


prophet 2, was shown the path leading towards the Muslim a 
Holy am obediently walked in front of him, wagging its tail like a dog. When 
lion ef ects of this world tremble in fear of the Friends of Allah , how can 
the ? ae be affected by them? The Friends of Allah & fear none in 
a aiming the truth. Hadrat Mujaddid Alf Thaani « destroyed the 
P icated ‘Deen’e-Ilaahi’ of Akbar, not fearing the king of the time. In fact, 
oa one eventually became obedient to him! The Saints don’t commit an act 
ash world by which they are ultimately cast into sorrow. This is because 
ile time is adjoined to the remembrance of Allah 3 - they have no time for 
impermissible and absurd things. So, what sorrow will they have?

Another interpretation is that the verse is speaking about the Day of 
Judgment. In other words, it’s saying, “All will fear the reckoning, judgment, 
the Bridge of Sirat, Divine anger, etc. and will grieve over their lives 
squandered in disobedience, The Friends of Allah 4, however, are free from 
these things. 


In addition, the Sufiya state that the verse used the words ‘Friends of Allah 
4’ and not ‘Prophets of Allah 8’ because on that Day, all will have fear 
besides the Friends of Allah 4. The general body of Muslims, as well as the 
Prophets *#, will have fear on the Day of Judgment (people will fear for 
themselves while the Prophets ! will fear for their nations), This is why the 
Prophets * will say, “O Allah 3¢! Grant safety! Grant safety!” on the Bridge 
of Sirat. The Friends of Allah 33, however, will have no fear or grief over 
themselves nor fear about others (because they aren't obligated to intercede), 
- Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan (under the commentary of this verse) 


A Hadith states, “On the Day of Resurrection, the Prophets =! will be 
envious of the Saints of my Ummah.” This also means the same as above. Just 
as how a king with responsibilities is envious of the free life of a subject, so 
too will the Prophets * be envious of the Saints. 


Furthermore, these Saints will have no fear in their account of deeds to Allah 
% because we will come to give account on that Day while they will come to 
receive it. When someone who is given a trust spends more than necessary in 
the protection of it, he receives compensation for his extra effort from the 
owner, while if someone given a trust spends the normal (or a lesser) amount 
protecting it, he has to give account either way. Those upon whom five Salaah 
was obligatory, 2% % Zakaat was compulsory, etc. and who completed these 
obligatory acts precisely or a little less will give account to Allah 3 about their 
doings. However, Hadrat Abu Bakr Siddique # and Hadrat Umar # (as well 
as their followers) sacrificed everything in the path of Allah ¥&. Every part of 


«life was engaged in His obedience. So, they will actually come to receive 
ar pare on the Day of judgment! oe of Account will be 4 
day of immense happiness for them. [his is why the verse states, Chere’s no 
fear or grief upon the Friends of Allah 4.” On that Day, they will enjoy the 
coolness of the Holy Prophet's @ garment to such an extent that they'll be 
unaffected by the tribulations surrounding them. 


| Prophet @, on the other hand, will be concerned about the 
al of his Urnmatis Once, Ummul-Mu’mineen Sayyidah Aisha u asked 
the Messenger &, “Where should we search for you on the Day of 
Qiyaamat?” He replied, “At the Scale of Deeds, the [Bridge of] Sirat, or at [the 
Fountain of} Kauthar.” The Prophet # will at times intercede while crying in 
sajda, be saving those who will fall from the Sirat, or be making heavy the 
light scales of his followers. People will cry out to him and beseech him 
saying, “Have mercy on us or we'll be ruined!” Some will even look to him in 
longing for him to save them from being taken to Jahannam. Rasoolullah & 
is one, but he has concern for all. 


This is the scene of Qiyaamat. The Prophet's & mercy in this world is that 
while sinners sleep the entire night, he is occupied in crying for their 
forgiveness. Reciting the following verse, he performed Salaah until the early 
break of dawn,

‘If you punish them, they are Your bondsmen, but if You 
forgive them, then surely You are the Mighty, the Wise.’

On the Day of Judgment, our parents, families and friends will all be 
concerned about themselves; but our master, the benefactor of the Ummah, 
upon whom our parents are sacrificed, Sayyiduna Muhammad Mustapha &, 
will be concerned about us. By linking the sinful to the merciful court, 
however, the Friends of Allah # will be left without any concern. This is why 
the verse states, “There is no fear nor grief upon the Friends of Allah &.”

In this verse, two signs of a Saint have been demonstrated. The first is that 


they are true Muslims, and the second is that they are pious. Imaan & piety 
both have three levels. So too does Sainthood,

The reality of Imaan is to believe in the Holy Prophet @ as required. Al] 
articles of faith are incorporated in this. One who believes in the Messenger 
a correctly has brought belief in the Quran, Qiyaamat, Jannah, Jahannam - 


everything. 
There are also three levels of conviction (<.4), 
1. Ilm’ul-Yageen — Conviction by hearing. 
2. Ain’ul-Yaqeen — Conviction by seeing. 
3. Haqq’ul-Yaqgeen — To become annihilated in the conviction. 


A person becomes convinced that fire is hot from hearing so (not by seeing 
it). This is the first type of conviction. Another person sits by the fire and is 
convinced of its heat after feeling it. This is the second type. The third person, 
however, jumped into the fire and annihilated himself in it. This is the third 
type. 


The first level of conviction is possessed by every Muslim, and Imaan is 

dependent on it (this is also Imaan’s first level). The second level of 
conviction is possessed by those of distinction. It was this very level 
Sayyiduna Ibrahim *) supplicated for to Allah 35,

‘O my Lord! Show me how You give life to the dead.’ 
- Surah Baqarah (2), Verse 260 


The third level of conviction is acquired by one who's annihilated in Allah 
“5 or in Rasoolullah @. When a Saint reaches this level, his condition 
becomes such that he eats when Allah 3% feeds him, drinks when Allah & 
quenches his thirst, and speaks when Allah $ makes him speak. Otherwise, 
he remains silent. A Hadith’e-Qudsi states that Allah 3 said, “I become the 


hand of My friend by which he touches, his mouth by which he speaks, and 
his eye by which he sees.” ~ Mishkaat, Baabuz-Zikr 


This is the state reached by some in which they proclaimed, “I'm the Truth 
(ie. 1am Allah 38)”, and, “Glory belongs to me! How great is my glory!” This 
is also why the Holy Quran states, “And you (O Messenger @) didn t throw 
when you did, but it was Allah Who threw,” regarding the incident during 
the Battle of Badr when Rasoolullah #* took a handful of stones and threw jt 


towards the non-M uslims. 


Piety (+2) is ‘to fear or save oneself. It also has three levels, 
1. Taqwa’e-Awim ~ To save oneself from impermissible things. 
2, Taqwa’e-Khawiis ~ To save oneself from doubtful things. 


3. Taqwa’e-Akhasul-Khas ~ To be detached from everything besides 
Allah 3% 


To stay away from that which causes us to neglect Allah 2%, and to do away 
with it, is the conduct of the [distinguished] believers. 


Hadrat Khwaja Mahboob’e-Ilaahi Nizamuddin Auliya # narrates, “There 
was a dervish who used to live on one side of the Jamuna river. He said to his 
servant, “There’s another dervish on the other side of the river. Go give him 
food.” The servant submitted, “Huziir, 1 don’t have a problem fulfilling your 
command, but it’s night-time and the river lies in the path. No boat will be 
available for me to cross over to the other side, so how will I get there?” The 
master said, “Say to the river, ‘I’m sent by one who hasn't been intimate with 
his wife for thirty years.” The servant was troubled by this statement because 
the dervish had children! Nonetheless, he observed respect, didn’t object and 
headed off with food to the river. When he reached it, he addressed it with 
the words taught to him and the river provided a path for him to the other 
side! The servant then crossed it and went to feed the second dervish. After 
the feeding, the dervish said, “Say to the river, ‘I’m returning from someone 
who has never eaten food.” The servant was now more confused than ever, 
because this dervish had just eaten right in front of him yet still says he never 
ate a morsel of food! Nevertheless, he remained silent and came to the river, 
and yet again, he uttered the words taught to him and the river made a path 
for him to cross. When he finally reached his master, he asked, “What secret 
existed in the words of that dervish and you?” The master explained, “We 
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don't do anything for our desires. Whatever iS Carried out is only for Alah = 
This is why, in relation to us, Our actions are non-existent.” 


This is the reality of the third level of piety, and it’s for this reason that the 
verse states, “The Friends of Allah 3 are those who believe and keep up their 
duty.” The level of Imaan and piety determines the intensity of Sainthood.

‘For them are glad-tidings in the life of this world and in the Hereafter.’

Glad-tidings can mean ‘things of happiness’. In other words, true happiness 
in both worlds is attained by the Friends of Allah & because their hearts 
aren't affected by worldly thoughts. For them, worldly thoughts are like the 
water of a river while their hearts are like boats on top of it. If the boat 
remains above the water, it’s safe; but if the water dominates the boat. it’s 
destroyed. We are subdued by the world whereas these personalities master 
it. 


Love for Allah % and His Messenger & hasn't left a place for fear and grief 
in their hearts. A house unoccupied by its owner becomes the home of 
vagrants, but the house occupied by the owner (who also brightens it) cannot 


be overtaken by vagabonds. The vagrants see the light of the house, causing 
them to abort any plan of occupation. 


Tafseer Roohul-Bayaan states that a person saw the Holy Prophet & in a 
dream and asked him, “I heard a Hadith which states that the soul of a 
believer is removed from his body the way a strand of hair is removed from 
flour. Is this a sound narration (.»~)?” The Holy Messenger & replied, “Yes, 
it is.” The Ummati then submitted, “The Quran mentioned severe hardship 
and pain at the time of the soul leaving the body,

“What's the conformity between these verses and the Hadith?” The Holy 
Prophet & explained, “Read Surah Yusuf. The answer to this is there.” When 
the man awoke, he recited the Surah several times but couldn't find the 
answer. He then helplessly came to a noted scholar of his time and explained 
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whatever transpired thus far. The scholar replied, “The answer to 2 
question lies in this verse of Surah Yusuf, ur

Likewise, the beauty of the Holy Pro 
displayed to a virtuous person at the time of his demise. While the soul is 
being removed from his body, the prophetic splendor will be before him and 
he'll then appreciate the Holy Beloved # and not feel any pain at alll! The 
Holy Quran has indeed mentioned hardship while the Hadith has negated 
feeling it. There’s no contradiction here.

This is the state of life and death. With regards to the grave, however, it’s 
definitely the place where we are able to see the Holy Prophet &. On the Day 
of Qiyaamat, the Friends of Allah 36 will be under the shade of Rasoolullah’s 
+5 —— with solace and tranquility. This is glad-tidings for them in that 
worl 


Glad-tidings of this world can also mean ‘good dreams’ or ‘inspiration’ (, aes 
*4\). A Hadith states, “Good dreams are a one-fortieth part of prophethood,” 
The period of our Beloved’s  prophethood is 23 years, but he used to see 
true dreams 6 months before his announcement. Glad-tidings of this world 
can even mean ‘revered recognition’. Even after their demise, the Friends of 
Allah 35 rule the hearts of people. Hadrat Qatada 4 states, “Worldly glad- 
tidings’ is the good news conveyed [to the Saints] by angels at the time of 
death, and ‘glad-tidings of the Hereafter’ is the good news spoken to them 
after their demise,” 


Rule - We come to know from this verse that the one who’s regarded by 
Muslims as a Friend of Allah 3% is considered by Allah 3% to also be His 
friend. This is because ‘worldly glad-tidings’ is the sign of Sainthood, and 
Muslims calling someone a Saint is indeed a glad-tiding, 


Once, in Makkah, the Imam of the Haram said to me, “We don’t know for 
sure that the person you call a Friend of Allah 33 passed away with goodness, 


go why do you respect anyone's grave? We can’t even say if the inmate of the 

ve left the world with Imaan a what proof is there that he’s a Saint?” ] 
F everoth “Muslims regarding him to be a Saint is proof of his Sainthood, 
The Holy Prophet & said, “You people are the witnesses of Allah 3 on 
farth.” Mulla Ali Qaari # also says in the annotation of this Hadith, “The 
speech of the entire creation is the pen of the Creator.” 


The Imam replied, “This is unique to the Sahaabah, that whoever they testify 
for is indeed an inmate of Jannah, because the Hadith says ‘You’, meaning 
the Sahaabah.” I said, “If that’s the case, Salaah, Zakaat, Hajj, etc. is not 
obligatory upon you because the Sahaabah were addressed in these 
commands of worship. Only they were present at the time of the Quran's 
revelation, not us.” Upon this, the poor Imam became silent, 


In short, Muslims calling someone a Friend of Allah 3 is a glad-tiding in the 
world, and on the Day of Qiyaamat, the Book of Deeds being given in their 


right hand, their faces made bright, etc. will all be glad-tidings of the 
Hereafter. 


THE MARTYRS 


A. martyr (shaheed / 44+) is a type of Saint. The excellence of such 
individuals is like the excellence of the Friends of Allah 3%, and their praise is 
the praise of the Holy Prophet &. 


Definition of a Martyr 


Shaheed literally means ‘witness’ or ‘someone present’, and according to 
Islamic Law, it refers to someone who has been unjustly killed. There are a 
few reasons why the term ‘witness’ was used for the martyrs, 


1. 


On the Day of Reckoning, the Ummah of Rasoolullah & will bear 
witness in favor of the past Prophets *#: On that Day, previous 
disbelieving nations will claim, “O Allah 3&, we didn’t receive Your 
commands, so how could we have brought Imaan?” Their Prophets 
2 will reply, “We definitely propagated Your commands, O Allah 
a&, but these wretches didn’t accept them. The Ummah of the 
Prophet & will testify to this.” There are two types of witnesses, one 
suggested by the claimant in a case, and the other an official one. So, 
it's as if those who make up the general Muslim body are the 
witnesses of the Prophets *# while the martyrs are the official 
witnesses, Also, all Muslims attest to the Oneness of Allah 3& (-), 
some through speech and others through action. Reciting the Kalima 
is a verbal testimony whereas performing Salaah, Hajj, etc. are 
practical testimonies. A martyr, however, testifies to the Oneness of 
Allah 3 with his blood. So, his testimony is more excellent than the 
other two, and he’s therefore regarded as a perfect witness, This is 
why he's buried with his blood (for the evidence to remain with 
him), 


Before Qiyaamat, none can enter Jannah as a reward. Sayyiduna 
Adam * lived there and our Beloved Prophet & traveled there on 
the night of Ascension (Mi’rij), but these instances weren't as a 
reward for any action. In the graves of virtuous servants, a window 
from Jannah is opened. Its breeze enters the grave via this window 
and the deceased even sees Paradise, but he can’t enter it. It's only the 
martyrs (whose souls are in the bodies of green birds) that enter 
Jannah and eat from its provisions. — Quran & Hadith 


This is why they are called witnesses, Le. those who are Present jn 
Jannah before Qiyaamat. 


A martyr will be brought in the court of Allah ¥ and told by Him, 
“If you desire something, ask and it will be provided. The shaheed 
will reply, “I wish to be sent to the world again to experience the 
relish of injury and death in Your path. However, it will be said, 
“We don't test after having already tested someone, This is also why 
martyrs are called witnesses (i.e. they will experience the Divine 
court).

‘Types of Martyrdom 
There are two types of martyrdom (i+), 


1, Hagiqi 
2, Hukmi 


Hagigi martyrdom is when someone is killed unjustly and blood-money 
isn't obligatory on the killer. 


Hukmi martyrdom is when someone isn’t killed unjustly but, on the Day of 
Judgment, Allah & will resurrect that person among the martyrs. 


The Ahadith state that a woman who dies while giving birth, or one who 
dies by drowning, burning, in a plague, etc. are all considered martyrs 
according to the second definition (Hukmi). There are several further 
subdivisions within this category. Refer to part 2 of my commentary of the 
Holy Quran (Tafseer’e-Na’eemi) for information about this. 


There are also two categories of Haqiqi martyrdom, 
1. Shahadat’e-Fiq’hi 
2. Shahadat’e-Ghair Fiq’hi 
Shahddate-Fiq’hi is when a sane, mature Muslim is killed unjustly by 


wounds and his injuries cannot be treated, The Islamic command about such 


a martyr is that he shouldn't be given ghusl and kafn. Rather, he should be 
buried in the same blood-stained cloth ing, 


shahadat’e-Ghair Fig ‘hi is also martyrdom but the above command doesn't 
ly here. The fighters of Karbala are all regarded as martyrs, but there is a 
Pe eonce in the martyrdoms of Imam Husain 4, Hadrat Ali # and Hadrat 


Ali Asghar &. 
The Excellence of a Martyr 


There are several excellences of a martyr. We'll mention only some of them 
below, 


1. Other people serve the deen by sacrificing their wealth, time and 
other things, but a martyr sacrifices his life for Islam. A person’s life 
is his most beloved possession. So, greater sacrifice belongs to a 
martyr, and he or she is therefore the greater servant of the deen. 


2. Even today, governments are obliging to soldiers and servicemen 
killed in the line of duty because the powers that be know that 
they've sacrificed their life for their nations. Likewise, Allah & has 
allotted much to one who's a martyr because he has served the deen 
by sacrificing his or her life for its upliftment. 


3. A martyr has a very close relation to a prophet, in the same way 
martyrdom has much relation to prophethood. 


Rule — Sleep invalidates wudhu while death breaks ghusL After 
waking up, one isn’t allowed to perform Salaah without making 
wudhu first; and the deceased cannot be buried without being given 
ghusl. However, the wudhu of a prophet isn’t invalidated by sleep 
and the ghusl of a martyr isn’t broken by death. A prophet performs 


Salaah without wudhu after waking up and a martyr is buried 
without being bathed! 


4. The natural discharges of the Holy Prophet & (i.e. his urine, etc.) are 
pure for his Ummah. (Shaami) Likewise, if the blood-stained clothes 
of a martyr fall into a well, the water won’t become impure. 


Also, the living existence of a prophet after demise is attested to by 
the Hadith, “The Prophet of Allah & is alive and attains sustenance. 
(Mishkaat, Baabul-Jumua). And so does the Quran testify to the 
living existence of the martyrs. - Surah Bagarah (2), Verse 154 


A poet once passionately said, 


‘A non-Muslim is he who doesn't mourn Husain 4 (by beatin @)’ 
The reply to this by another poet was, 


‘He who disbelieves in the martyrs being alive is a non-Muslim, 
We don't mourn those who are alive!’ 


5. Noone wishes to return to the world and experience it after Passing 
away except a martyr. He'll submit to Allah 3%, “I desire to return to 
the battlefield to experience its burning sand and injuries!” _ 
Mishkaat, Baabu Fazaa’ili-Jihad 


6. A Hadith states that martyrdom erases all sins except debt, 


7. Three people will enter Jannah first: (1) a martyr, (2) one who has 


family and is in need of begging but refrains himself, and (3) an 
obedient servant, ~ ibid 


8. A martyr is forgiven instantly, he’s shown his station in Jannah, 
doesn't experience hardship in the grave, won't experience 
restlessness on the Day of Judgment, will have a crown of honor 
placed on his head (one emerald of which is better than the entire 
world), maidens of Jannah will be given to him in marriage, and he 
will intercede for 70 of his family members, — ibid 


9, The Holy Prophet @ said, “Two tears and two footprints are beloved 
to Allah &: (1) tears that fall in the fear of Allah 3%, and (2) 


footprints made while fulfilling responsibility to Him (ie, treading 
on the battlefield in Jihad), 


10, Rasoolullah @ also said, “The sword erases the sins of a martyr, and 
on the Day of Judgment, he'll be given the choice of entering Jannah 
through whichever door he pleases. - Daarmini, Mishkaat 


11, Also, “The difficulty of death experienced by a martyr Is like 
someone being bitten by an ant,” 


Who is the ‘Leader of the Martyrs’ (a4 »-)? 


Every flower in the Prophet's & garden has an enchanting fragrance and 
hue, So, the Four Khalifas, Hadrat Hamza « and Imam Husain & are all 


eaders of the Martyrs’ in different contexts, Hadrat Abu Bakr Siddique is 
the leader of the Martyrs because his demise was an example of Rasoolullah's 
@ - the Holy Prophet's & martyrdom occurred as a result of Khaibar's 
poison, and Hadrat Abu Bakr's martyrdom occurred as a result of the 
snake's venom in the Cave of Thir (the venom surfaced at the time of his 
demise, resulting in his death). Rasoolullah @ passed away on a Monday 
while Hadrat Abu Bakr < passed away on a Monday night. There wasn’t any 
oil in the home of the Messenger & at the time of his demise and there wasn't 
any kafn in the home of Hadrat Abu Bakr Siddique # at the time of his. In 
short, his status of being the ‘second of two’ mentioned in Surah Tauba (9) is 
evident with regards to Hadrat Abu Bakr Siddique # at every juncture, 


Hadrat Umar is the leader of the Martyrs in the sense that his martyrdom 
occurred in the blessed city of Madina, in Musjidun-Nabawi, on the musalla 
of the Holy Prophet #, while engaged in Fajr Salaah, He was then buried in 
the Sacred Rauda next to the Holy Prophet @ and Hadrat Abu Bakr &. The 
above qualities are uniquely possessed by him. 


Hadrat Uthman is remembered as the leader of the Martyrs in the sense 
that his demise occurred in the blessed city of Madina while he was reciting 
the Holy Quran, and indeed, his blood even fell on the Quran Sharif he was 
reading, He was so forbearing at the time of his martyrdom that he didn’t 
even hurt his killer by lifting his hand against him! In fact, the Khalifa 


prohibited combating his enemies because he didn’t wish to stain Madina 
with the blood of people, 


Imam Husain 2 is indeed also the leader of the Martyrs as no one from the 
time of Sayyiduna Adam »*! until now endured such an amount of suffering 
and hardship, In the foreign land of Karbala, he was a rightful soldier, a 
traveler, one who had kept fast for three successive days, one who sacrificed 
his family and children in the path of Allah Ss, and a unique reader of Salaah 
(as his martyrdom occurred while he was reading it). The Holy Messenger & 
also said, “Hasan « and Husain 4 are the leaders of the youth of Jannah.” 
Leaders should possess greater eminence than those who fall under their 
leadership, Before Karbala, Imam Husain was outwardly not in a foreign 
land, he wasn’t a soldier, ete, In that single occurrence, however, Allah & 
willed all of these qualities for him, So, it now cannot be asked, “Why is 
Husain 4 the leader of the youth of Jannah when he didn’t endure 
difficulty?” Every quality of Imam Husain ¢ is unique. There has never been 
a reader of Salaah, one who kept fast, or a rightful soldier like Husain Also, 
the world hasn't seen a procession like the procession of the Prophet sa 
family (Ahle- Bait) in Karbala, People make wudhu or tayammun for Salaah, 


but for his last Salaah, Imam Husain 4 had difficulty to perform both of 
these! Where could he get water from if it was being withheld from him? 
How could he strike his face and arms with sand when they were bruised 
with injuries and the earth of Karbala was mixed with his blood? 


‘Not in the musjid, not in the shade of the Ka’ba’s walls. No! The worship P 
love is completed in the shadow of swords.’ 


In short, this Salaah was unique as wudhu and tayammum were secon dry 
to it. The fast kept by Imam Husain 4 was also unrivalled in the wor! d 
Fasting lasts until the setting of the sun, yet his fast lasted only until mid-day 
Food and drink is used to open one’s fast, but Imam Husain’s .& fast wae 


completed when his blessed head was severed. 


When a person dies, his widow serves iddat at a place for 4 months, 10 days, 
but when the wife of Imam Husain , the mother of Ali Asghar «, the 
daughter-in-law of Sayyidah Fathima # and the pride of all Muslims became 
a widow, she (as well as others of the Prophet's & family) were taken captive 
and paraded from Karbala to Kufa and from Kufa to Damascus. There has 
never been a procession of a martyr’s family like that of Imam Husain’s ex, 
Never have the Earth and Heavens witnessed a brother's head being hoisted 
on a spear while his grief-stricken sisters walked (bound like criminals) 
behind it. 


At the time of death, a person makes a will for his children, but Imam 
Husain #, after suffering 72 injuries, fell from his horse and asked his 
merciless killer for an opportunity to perform 2 rakaats qasr Salaah! Oath on 
Allah 3! Millions of our sajdas may be sacrificed on just one of Imam 
Husain’s #! 


And why shouldn’t have Imam Husain ¢ been conscious of his religious 
duties? He’s the fragrant rose of the Holy Prophet's “ garden, the guardian of 
the Ummah and the custodian of the deen. Indeed, Imam Husain turned 
to the deen in both time of happiness and sadness! 


Sayyiduna Ismail #4! made the following request to his father (Sayyiduna 
Ibrahim ##) at the time of being sacrificed, “Tie my hands and legs so that | 
don’t become restless from the knife’s movement. Everyone becomes uneasy 
at the time of the soul leaving the body.” Imam Husain’s martyrdom was 
so unique, however, that at the time of his head being separated from his 
body, there was no restlessness or movement from him! 


After the martyrdom, when his blessed head was placed on the point of a 


spear, Imam Husain’s # eyes were open and looking at the ground. A poet 
explains the reason for this, 


‘His head on the spear, his face turned towards the ground. Why?! 
Because he desires to complete the second sajda!’ 


(Imam Husain had only completed the first sajda of the first rakaat when 
his killer martyred him.) 


These are the reasons why Imam Husain 4 is known as the Leader of the 


Martyrs. In fact, the reality is that the martyrdom of the shaheeds reaches the 
court of Allah 3% with the blessings of their martyrdom. 


Rasoolullah & and his entire family are pure. How can |, then - an 
insignificant, impure sinner — ever articulate their lofty praise! I have very 
humbly written these few lines and pray that Allah 3 accepts this effort and 
makes it a means of perpetual blessings (4~ 3.) for me and for the 
compensation of my sins. He who acquires some benefit from it is requested 


to make dua for forgiveness for this mendicant slave, as this is the intent of 
this attempt.
